Thut grateful duty was solemnized 
at Radnor church, in C hester county. 


In pursuance of arrangements matle 
by the committee of superimendance, 
the associated regiment of V'olunteer 
Cav.diy, of the city aiul county of Phi- 
ladi'lphia, under the coinmund of eol. 
Robert W harton, licut.rol John Smith, 
and major Hughes, consisting of the 
first city troop of Light Dragixins ; 
licutenant-comman^nt James Craw­ 
ford. 
Second city poop ; captain 'Pho- 
m.is Cadw'allaicr. 
Third cuy troop ; 
captain Samuel Meeker. 
I’ourth city 
troop ; lieut. comuwBdaiit Clop. 
First 
county troop.; lieyt- coittmaiulunt Haas. 
Sccorid county tfQop; capt. Humphreys. 


Assembled at un «arly hour in the 
vicuiiiy 
of the 
P^cnuinent Bridge, 
w hence they moved ^»ree miles on tlie 
Lancaster i*oad, wbcre the line of march 
w .is formed by a detachment in advance 
of the Carriages of the soci,ety of the 
Cincinnati, followed by the main body 
of the troops, and the citizens who at­ 
tended the ceremonial. At the distance 
(»f ten miles from the city, Isaac Wayne 
Esq. son of the general, and other rela­ 
tives of the family, met the procession 
__and at the intersection of the Lancas­ 
ter and Norristown roads, the Montgo­ 
mery county troop of Light Dragoons, 
commanded by captain Pauling, fell into 
the line— proceeding to the 
burial 
ground of Radnor church, where the 
Monument, which hud been transported 
frcin the marble yard of 'Messrs. Tra^ 
quair, was raised under the d ire cation 
tliose ingenious OTists—'the troops be­ 
ing formed, and an immense concourse 
offitizcr.s from the adjacert counties 
assey^kd, an excellent di&course, em- 
braci/ig: a brief biography of geneitd 
I Wu yne, 
an enuEicr^tlou of hlb most 


dl8tlngul|hed public sirylcifl, .f^s deli­ 
vered by thd Reverend t)octor William 
RogefSi, Professor of Rhctoric in the 
University of Pennsylvohia, and a mem­ 
ber of the society, who also closed ^he 
ccrcmonial by an apprdpriate prayer. 
The service being ended, the society of 
the Cincinnati anproached the line of 
cavalry, and by their president, major 
Lenox, expressed their grateful ac­ 
knowledgments to colonel Wharton, the 
other ofTiccrs, and gentlemen, compos­ 
ing the troops, for the honor done the 
society, by their friendly and polite at­ 
tention. 
The acknowledgments of the 
society, and of Mr. Wayne, were also 
made to Dr. Rogers. 


After some solemn airs of martial 
music by the regimental band, the seve­ 
ral troops retired, to partake of plentiful 
refreshments, which had been provided 
in the neighbourhood, and returned to 
the city in the evening, having tnarched 
36 miles, and faithfully performed tlie 
duties of this interesting occasion. 


A more-gratifying spectacle has sel­ 
dom been presented,,than was exhibited 
on this intct Citing occasion—a remnant 
of the revolution army dedicating a mo­ 
nument to the memory ol a meritorious 
and much-esteemcd brother oflTiccr, as­ 
sisted in this solemn and aflftcting duty 
by the tcrvices of a brilliant corps, con­ 
sisting of near three hundred volunteer 
cavalry, and the attendance of a sympa­ 
thizing multitude of several thousand 
citizens, wlto had convened from the 
adjacent counties, gave an intdrc.st to 
the whole scene, w’hich words would 
but faintly express. 


On the Monument, which is of white 
marble, and of elegant but simple struc­

Tnc siiip Packet, arrived here yester­ 
day, from Denmark, brings some pa­ 
pers, and oral information, to the 1 Uh 
May. 
It appears, from these accounts, 
that a French Decree was published at 
Hamburg,dated hi March,which ordains, 
that all colonial produce remaining in 
Schleswick and Holstein, which should 
not enter the Empire of France by the 
2'Hh April, must pay an additional duty 
to tlie original tariff of 10 per cent ; and 
all such produce as should not enter 
by the 20th May, w’ould be confiscated 
as English property ; that a large pro­ 
portion still remained in the above 
Dukedom, subject to the arbiirary rules 
of Napoleon. 


At Copenhagen. April 23, an order 
had been published, that all unmanu­ 
factured tobacco should pay, if in leaves 
and stems, six Lübeck shillings ; if 
foreign mauufactured, eight shilings ; 
and in Norway 
six 
shillhigs.—fine 
smoaking tobacco, 16 shillings ; anufl’, 
24 do. 
If any found to be smuggled, it 
would be confiscated. 


A t S t Petersburg, April 8, colonial 
produce was very low ; but manufactur­ 
ed foreign goods scarce and high. 


A rupture between Frarce and Rus­ 
sia w'as daily talked of at Hamburg__ 
French troops were marching to the 
North, through Poland, and towards 
the borders of Russia. 


The communication between Eng­ 
land and the Continent was beconung 
every day more difficult and hazardous.

Relations with France, 


W c are authorized to sayi by a Xieuis 
ianian gentleman, who arrived at thi 
place in tho late Cartel, from Francc 
that the Berlin and Milan decrees, havi 
not been, or wei*c ever intended to bi 
repealed, until the Amouidim govern 
ment came fully into the views of Na 
poleon, against England ; and that evei 
ui that case, the American property 
already condemned, would never bi 
restored ; that these facts were dcrivet 
from the best sources of infonnation 
and fully corroborated by tho Anverii ar 
Charge des Affairs at Paris.
